Grayling Man Dies in Maple Street Blaze

man died early Friday morning in a 


Maple Street house fire in which the owner was led out of the bur- 
ning building to safety by a city pétice officer who had responded to 


the scene. 


Dead is Scott Eric McEvers, who died of apparent smoke 
inhalation in the fire which destroyed the Harry McEver's residen- 
ce at 203 Maple St. The fire was reported by a neighbor at approx- 


imately 1:15 a.m. 


City patrolman Thomas Brooks, first to arrive at the scene, 
located the elder McEvers on a landing just inside the door and per- 
suaded him to leave the building which was filled with smoke and 


flames when he arrived. 


_Sixteen.Grayling firemen and four volunteers from Frederic, 
aided by city police arid sheriff’s deputies, battled the blaze for 
about six hours before bringing it under control. 

Careless smoking has been tentatively blamed as the cause of 
the fire which is believed to have started in a couch on the first floor 


where McEver’s body was found. 


Firefighters were hampered by sub-zero temperatures, high 
winds and sight-seeing motorists driving over fire hoses in their at- 
tempts to extinguish the blaze. Firefighter Duane Brooks was 
treated for a minor hand injury sustained while battling the blaze.

Officials believe the fire started some time before it was repor- 
ted, Brooks was unable to enter the burning home when he arrived 
and tried several doors before locating McEvers, who had been 
awakened by smoke, standing just inside a side door on the north 
side of the building. Dazed by smoke and flames, McEvers was 
reluctant to leave the home until the patrolman talked him into 
coming outside where he was placed ina city police car. 

The body of Scott McEvers was found later lying next to a 
couch in a room at the rear of the-first floor of the home. It is 
believed he was asleep on the couch when the fire broke out. . 

City police are awaiting an autopsy report before positively 
naming the cause of death. Brooks said there was a smoke alarm in 
the home but it apparently failed to go off. Firemen were at the 
scene until approximately 10a.m. Friday morning.

All aliens, with few excep- 
tions, who are in the United 
States on January 1 each year 
must report their addresses by 
the end of that month. Only the 
following classes of aliens are 
excused from this requirement: 

(1) Accredited Diplomats, & 

(2) Persons accredited to cer- 
tain international organiza- 
tions. Forms with which to 
make the report can be obtain- 
ed from any Post Office during 
the month of January. 

Mr. McKinnon said that the 
law provides severe penalties 
for failure to comply with the 
reporting requirement. 

If you are an alien in the 
United States you must report 
your address to the United 
States Government each Jan- 
uary. 

In view of serious penalties 
for failure to comply with the 
Law, the Government has made 
it easy for you to meet this 
requirement. 

Go to your nearest United 
States Post Office during the 
month of January to obtain an 
address report card.

Frozen casseroles, such as 
Hungarian goulash = and 


lasagna, or soups, chili and beef 
stew, are heated in minutes on 
cold wintery nights. 

Freezing meals also has ad- 
ded incentives besides saving 
time each night: If you’re 
making one batch, it’s as easy 
to make two or three: when 
supplies are plentiful and there 
are bargains at the grocery, 
each meal costs less; and, of 
course, some recipes make 
larger amounts s0 it’s practical 
to stock the freezer.

Frozen cooked foods should 
be used within a short period of 
time and, once thawed, should 
never be refrozen. °

The average retail price for 
red meat has risen over 250 
percent since 1950,

amount of meat eaten by each 
American has increased 18 per-

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They’re taking bows all around at the 


@ State Capitol in Lansing these days. Af- 


ter years and years of trying, the Michi- 
gan Legislature has finally achieved long- 
needed improvements in workers’s com- 
pensation and unemployment compensa- 
tion programs. 

All [ know about the specifics is what I 
read in the naneres, hut it docs indosd ap- 
pear as if needed changes have been made 
in the two programs. 

Payments to injured workers are in- 
creased under the workers’ compensation 
law changes, and payments to those on 
unemployment roles are increased under 
the unemployment compensation law: 
changes. 

In the same package, according to the 
news reports, various eligibility require- 
ments under both laws have been tighten- 
ed, making the programs fairer and more 
equitable to employers. 

Therefore, everyone benefits—at least, 
that’s how the scenario reads. 

Perhaps the greatest winner of all, ac- 
cording to news and political analyses, 
will be the business climate of the whole 
state. The heavy burden of workers’ comp 
and unemployment comp costs has 
helped dry up new jobs in the state, and 
improvement of these laws is essential in 


a Michigan economy desperately crying | 


for new jobs. 

Again, that’s how the scenario is sup- 
posed to read. 

There are elements of truth in all these 
claims so far. But personally, I feel a bit 
of caution must temper the euphoria, 

Makers of the reforms indicated any 
added cost of the higher payments under 
both programs will be offset by lower 
costs to employers—who finance both 
programs—due to the _ tightered 
eligibility requirements. 

This claim will bear close scrutiny as 
usage under the law reforms gets a bit of 
experience. Frankly, on the surface it 
doesn’t seem logical. 

One of the biggest loopholes closed by 
the new laws, according to news reports, 
is to deny unemployment compensation 
to ‘voluntary quits”. Until now, anyone 
who quit a job of his/her own volition still 
could collect. benefits; they had to wait a 
few weeks longer, but they were still 
éligible. No more, apparently. 

That's a long overdue improvement in 
‘ the program. It never was logical how 
" someone who quit a job should then stick 

the employer a second time, by forcing 

the employer to finance his/her unemploy- 
ment benefits. 

But I’ll reserve judgment a bit on how 
this change will work out in practice. 
Being a suspicious sort, I’d like to see 
how the cases fall when a worker 
challenges denial of benefits through the 
legal process. 

Much of the problem in both workers’ 
comp and unemployment comp cases has 
been the application of existing law as 
decreed by hearing referees and Michigan 
courts.

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generally toward the worker, sometimes 
creating tremendous costs to the em- 
ployer. Will this attitude change under 
the new laws? Don’t bet on it. 

Lawmakers and the Milliken Adminis- 
tration deserve much credit for pounding 

_ out compromises on both bills. That’s the 
only way anything of true value has been 
accuuplisned in Michigan government 
for a long time, of course, since the Ad- 
ministration belongs to the Republicans 
and the Legislature belongs to the Demo- 
crats, 

The division on labor legislation is not 
so much political as it is socio-economic, 
however. The big labor unions are on one 
side of the fence, big (and little) business 
leaders are on the other side. Often the 
public feels caught in the middle, and for 
good reason. 

Neither. business nor labor is satisfied 
with these latest changes, we read in the 
newspapers; therefore, the changes must 
be sound ones. 

, Again, that’s a questionable political 
theory. There’s an element of truth in 
it—but only 


Tf a political 
decision satisfies nobody, it may be a bad 
decision all the way around. 

And when the theory is applied to law- 
making-~such as changing the workers’ 
compensation and unemployment com- 
pensation laws—it means certainly that 
more drastic changes will be attempted 
during the next legislative session. 

As to the claim that these law changes 
will improve the job climate in Michigan, 
again there's an element of truth, 
too—but only an element. 

Don’t expect new jobs to sprout all over 
the state because of these laws. It won’t 
happen. 

Payroll cost in Michigan frequently is 
higher than in other parts of the country, 
and unemployment comp taxes and 
workers’ comp insurance rates are two 
very important reasons for higher payroll 
costs here than elsewhere. 

But the biggest reason payroll costs are 
high in Michigan is because the wage rate 
is high here compared with other parts of 
the country. The powerful United Auto 
Workers and the big auto companies are. 
in control of the job producing economy 
in Michigan; they set the pace and other 
elements follow. 

So long as employers must pay their 
workers more in Michigan than in some 
other state to accomplish the same thing, 
then—all other things being equal—the 
employer will choose the other state. 
That’s the way things are now, and 
they’re not likely tochange. - 

Public officials who talk in these terms 
don’t hold public office very long in Mich- 
igan; that’s why we don’t hear this funda- 
mental problem discussed in seriousness 
at high levels of government. 

improving labor laws in Michigan, and 
containing business costs in injury and 

jobless benefits areas, both will help the 
job climate in Michigan, But they’re only 
the tip of the iceberg.

The average ADC increase 
this year has been 2,800 case- 
loads and the average general 
assistance increase has been 
3,300. 

The head of the Department 
of Social Services’ planning and 
evaluation office said the 
figures, if they hold, will be 
pleasant news, but Robert 
Swanson added he would be 
“leery of being too optimistic.” 

He said it may require 
another decrease or leveling off 
in the January welfare case- 
loads before the department 
can feel something significant 
is happening. 

‘Swanson noted December 
figures may not be a good in- 
dication because of holidays 
and an increase in economic ac- 
tivity before Christmas. 

Final November figures are 
due yet this month. 

If the ADC caseload does drop 
it will have gone from 239,296 in 
October to an estimated 239,200. 
The general assistance case- 
load will have gone from 97,500 
to 98,300. 

In September, the ADC case- 
load was 236,800 and the general 
assistance totals were 94,000. 

Swanson said another 
worrisome sign is the ADC rate 
for unemployed parents which 
went up in November by an 
estimated 600 cases. Part of the 
projected ADC decrease is due 
to a decline in these cases. 

The department still antici- 
pates the welfare caseload to 
increase until March, 1981, 
when it is expected to taper off. 

For the year, Swanson said 
the department estimates ADC

Summer Vote On Property

With the Legislature falling to 
take final action on legislation

ments and anticipation a new - 


Legislature will not be able to 
act soon, a bi-partisan group of 
members of the Michigan 
House of Representative 
proposed a special election next 
summer to give state voters a 
chance to vote on two new 
property tax relief proposals, 
One proposal would give

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relief while the second would 
increase the sales tax to make 
up some of the lost revenues, 

The House was unable to act 
during the waning days of the 
legislative session on a three- 
bill package freezing property 
tax assessments at the 1980 
level. The freeze, to be in effect 
for one year, would have forced 
the Legislature to come up with 
a permanent property tax 
proposal. 

Such a legislative proposal is 
viewed as necessary within a 
year otherwise a new property 
tax slashing ballot proposal is 
expected to be back before the 
voters at the November, 1982 
general election. 

Representative Mark Siljan- 
der (R-Three Rivers), who has 
proposed tax relief proposals in 
the past, said a special summer 
vote could affect July tax bills. 

One of the proposals would 
give taxpayers $1.3 billion in 
total savings, by exempting the 


. first 30 mills levied for educa- 


tion operations, exempting the 
first $20,000 in state equalized 
valuation for senior citizens and 
disabled veterans, increasing 
the property tax credit for ren- 
ters and requiring the Legis- 


lature to reimburse local 
governments for their lost 
revenues,

House Cail: 
influenze 


This winter some Michigan’ 
residents will come down with. 
influenza. Although there is not 
much you can do to avoid being 
exposed to influenza, you can 
take some precautions to try to 
prevent others from getting it 
from you if you do come down 
with it. 

The first thing to do is to 
recognize “‘the flu’. It usually 
starts with fever, chills, head- 
ache and muscle aches, 
followed shortly thereafter by a 
cough, a runny nose, and a sore 
throat. You may not have all of 
these symptoms, but you will 
know you are ill. The usual 
treatment is aimed solely at 
making you feel better. We still 
cannot cure inflenza once sym- 


ptoms start. Rest, keep warm, — 


take fluids, and try to eat a light 
diet. Your symptoms should 
begin to subside in two to four 
days. Contact your doctor if 
your illness last longer or is 
particularly severe. 

When you suspect you are 
coming down with influenza, try 
to isolate yourself from your 
family, friends, and co-workers 
as is reasonably possible. Stay 
home if you can, especially 
while you are coughing. Do this 
both for your own protection 
and to prevent spreading in- 
fluenza to others. Remember 
that when you are ill with “the 
flu” you are more susceptible to 
other perhaps more serious in- 
fections that you could pick up 
trom others. 

The strain of influenza virus 
that we are more likely to have 
in Michigan this winter is called 
Influenza A/Bangkok/1/79. It 
has already been isolated from 
an ill Cass County, Michigan 
resident, and other ill persons 
from Illinois, —_ California, 
Colorado, New Mexico, Texas, 
and Washington. A strain of in- 
fluenza virus similar to this one 
airculated in 1976 and 1977, so, 
although we do expect to have a 
‘onsiderable amount of tnfluen- 
va in the state, we don’t expect 
o have what is called a major 
pidemic year for influenza. 

‘wo other strains of influenza 
-trus that have circulated in the 
yast three years may also he 
‘oing around this season. We 
sre on the lookout for them. 

One effective way to prevent 
‘nfluenza is vaccination. Since 
seople 65 years of age or older 
ind those with chronic diseases 
‘hat lower the body's resistance 
are more likely to develop 
serious complications, we 
-ecommend that these people 
set immunized. This year’s 
vaccine should protect against 
all three strains of influenza 
virus. 

We hope you don’t get ‘‘the 
flu’ this winter, but if you do, 
we hope we've helped you to 
cope with it and to prevent 
passing it on to others.

BUILDING AND CONSTRUCTION 


The availability and cost of mortgage credit will not improve 
dramatically enough in 1981 to support a fresh housing boom. New 
mortgage financing plans hold promise for future years, but the im- 
mediate impact on home building will still be nominal. Therefore, our 
forecast for new housing starts in 1981 is 1.4 million units, not ap- 


a gpreciably different from 1980's achievement. But housing starts are 


i W@W. till running below average annual requirements for the 1980s. Public 
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construction likewise should rule in the “little change” group. There is 
more Vitality in commercial building. 


CORPORATE PROFITS—DIVIDENDS 


Business profits after taxes will rule somewhat higher for 1981 asa 
whole, but the betterment will be due largely to improved earnings in 
the second half. The initial two quarters are expected to trail results for 
first-half 1980, since rising costs and the scramble of highly competi- 
tive conditions will pinch profits. Dividend payments generally will b- 
maintained, with some hikss, vui iengthly lists of dividend increases 
won’t return until late in the year. 


AGRICULTURAL PROSPECTS 


The farm outlook for 1981 is quite encouraging at this point, Fir. 
mer agricultural prices and stronger foreign grain demand have 
brightened farmers’ income picture, and some moisture-short growing 
areas received much needed precipitation last fall. Thus, as things 
stand now, this nation’s agricultural sector,can have a good year if 
weather conditions are near normal during 1981. it is encouraging to 
note better buying interest for farm implements. 


WAGES AND PRICES 


The increase in the national minimum wage, automatic pay hikes 
under existing labor pacts, and pay boosts resulting from negotiations 
in 1981 will lift wage rates despite large pools of jobless workers. 


Pp fowever, shrinkage of consumers’ buying power owing to higher taxes 


and inflation is forcing labor groups to press for maximum pay boosts 
despite economic and employment uncertainties. 

Much of 1982's price picture will reflect the time required for effec- 
ts of 1980’s drought and hot speli to work their way through the cost 
and price structure of the economy. The same applies to the ripples 
from OPEC’s oil price escalation policy, and to costs associated with 
new wage settlements and increases in overhead generally. For much of 
1981 some. but not all, of the cost inflation will be passed on, thus 
assuring further upward treks in prices at wholesale and retail levels, 
with little relief likely until mid-1981 or somewhat beyond. 


EMPLOYMENT — PERSONAL INCOME 


We look for moderate gains in total employment—mostly after 


£ Oaisyear. However, job openings will trail the influx of workers into the 


labor force. The net result will be some difficulty in paring back the 
jobless rate. We expect unemployment to peak around the 9% mark, 
but any material brightening of the jobless picture will probably have 
to wait until the late summer or early fall of 1981. Nevertheless, the 
combination of higher wages and some gains in employment and 
average work weeks (mostly after midyear} will nudge personal income 
higher. Here again, employment and income progress in 1981 should be 
more marked than in the year immediately ahead. 


CONSUMER AND GOVERNMENT SPENDING 


Consumers are not likely to display much enthusiasm in their 


i + Moris during early 1981. This will be due to anxieties over the ex- 


Wpected economic lethargy and adverse effects of inflation. But as these 
‘negative influences diminish and business strengthens, consumers will 
loosen their pursestrings, Overall, retail trade in 1981 will turn in a 
fairly good showing—not a rousing boom in buying, but better than 
1980's achievement. a 
Federal government spending will increase markedly in calendar 
1981, though much of the gain will result from higher prices. State and 
local spending will also rise, although only modestly.

ficit. However, we are hopeful that the Reagan Administratian’s 
etermination to reduce the federal deficit and the Federal Reserve's 
fresh effort to pare back the rate of inflation will, in time, diminish the 
severity of monetary and fiscal excesses, and coincidentally dampen in- 


., Mlationary pressures. 


Short-term interest rates, which twice soared to appalling heights 
n 1980, should slip to lower levels in the first half of 1981. Long-term 
nterest rates are expected to shade downward also, but the betterment 
: may be only nominal at best. And rates seem destined to firm again 
thereafter, owing to the Treasury's financing moves. 


STOCK AND BOND OUTLOOK 


The display of post-election strength in the stock market reflected 
w-found investment optimism emanating from the startling GOP 
jctories, It ig likely that further upside progress is in store for 1981. 
owever, investors are still highly sensitive to domestic economic and 
oneary problems, and to potentially dangerous international develop- 
ments. Nevertheless, the improvement in investor sentiment should 
lead to greater recognition of the plethora cf common stocks and con- 
.; Vertible securities still languishing at attractive prices. For the record, 
we look for the Dow Jones industrial average to fluctuate within a 
"range of 1150 on the upside and 900 on the downside during 1981, 
Prospects for bond prices are less encouraging. Until problems 
‘related to inflation and high interest rates show basic, tenable improve- 
genent, we would invest mainly in short-term issues.
